Again the doctor declares tongues 
one of the least important of mani- 
festation of presence and power of 
the Holy Spirit; and his very strong 
argument (?) is from the fact it was 
next to the bottom in the list of 


gifts bestowed on believes. Reader 
how does that sound? It sounds 
very shallow to me. Now let us 


place by this argument, 1 Cor. 13:13. 
“Now abideth faith, hope, charity, 
these three. but the greatest of these 
is charity.” Well doctor, surely Paul 
has made a mistake in placing chari- 
ty at the bottom and yet says it is 
the greatest. 

The doctor further states that 
Paul failed to mention tongues as 
he was making mention of the gifts 
bestowed, upon the Ephesian church 
Eph. 4: 7-11. Please notice also, 
will you that Paul did not refer to 
gifts of healing, faith, discernment 
and ete. 

But only apostles, prophets, pas- 
tors and evangelists and teachers. 

Now those apostles, prophets, pas- 
tors and ete., were given to the 
Church. It would be so nice to have 
God given officers in the Church. 
Paul at 1 Cor. 12:28 says they are 
set in the Church. But speaking of 
the gifts he says, “But all these 
worketh that one and the self same 
spirit, dividing to every man sever- 
ally as He will.” 

Paul further tells us, “That the 
spirits of the prophets are subject 
to the prophets.” 1Cor. 14:32. 
(Greek. Spiritual gifts are subject to 
prophets.) So we can plainly see 
that God had given those different 
officers to the Church, or set them in 
the Church, either will do, then in 
turn He had given to every mam sev- 
erally as He will the gifts needed in 
the Church. Here is another he gets 


off. 


“We are distinctly told that he 
that prophesieth is greater than he 





to gifts to be used in God’s service 
and not as an evidence of having 
the Holy Ghost. So Paul proceeds to 
tell us of nine gifts that the Lord 
divides to every man severally as He 
will V II. 

So we motice among the nine gifts 
‘He Wills to give the gift of tongues; 
either of these gifts may be received 
several months or years after one 
has received the gift of the Holy 
Ghost for we hear Paul urging those 
Spirit filled Corinthians to covet ear- 
‘nestly the best gifts, V 31. This gift 
of tongues is not the same as the 
‘speaking with tongues when the bap- 
tism is received. This chapter starts 
off by saying, Now concerning spirit- 
ual gifts brethern IT would not have 
you ingnorant. So it is plain to be

seen that Paul’s intention was to in- 
struet about spiritual gifts, now he 


that speaks in tongues,” and referred 
to 1 Cor. 14:5, but notice, will you, 
he failed to quote the full verse. 
Here is what Paul says, “For great- 
er is he that prophesieth than he 
that speaketh with tomgues, EX- 
CEPT he interpret.” 

Whee does the “except” place 
tongues? You ean readily see, that 
when her sister stands up by her 
side, she is the greatest of all gifts. 
Well you say, “Why don’t you bring 
up the sister interpretation and have 
it done right?” 

The sister is here, and cam be on 
duty when needed, but so many times 
she is not needed, for a great deal 
of talking in tongues is to God, and 
He understands it. 1 Cor. 14:2. So 
Paul says, “Forbid not to speak with

The big “seare crow” the 
doctor has spied, is, “Yet in the

Ans. In the Church, Paul also 
says, “Let your women keep silence 
in the Church xxx for it is a shame 
for a woman to speak in the Church.” | 
V 34. So we can see that the wo- | 
men and tongues are limited in ac- | 
tion at the same time and place. | 
Where? In the Church. 

But the women do have great li- 
berty otherwise, for many scriptures 
prove that she can preach and 
evangelize , but when it comes to rul- 
ing and governing as represented by 
“authority” Paul says, “She must 
not usurp authority, but be in sub- 
jection,” so she has liberty every 
where except in business session re- 
presented as the Church; that is the 
same place tongues are limited, it 
would be greatly out of order to 
speak ten thousand words in ton- 
gues in a business meeting, yet Paul 
says, they may talk in tongues some 
there, if the qmterpgeter is there. 
The doctor’s 3rd division says, “The 
Tongue Movement” leads its follow- 
ers to seek for speaking in tongues.” 


I don’t know of a man on the 
face of the earth that teaehes that, 
but we say, “Get the baptism and 
you will get the tongues every time.” 
“Q them ‘ere tongues,” is what they 
greatly detest. Fifth division He 
jumps upon the disorders of the 
movement. Now we will admit that 
some may act disorderly by giving 
over to the flesh, yet I’m sure that 
the spirit does not do anything dis- 
gracefully, some people are so stiff 
and formal that most any spiritual 
manifestation shocks their modesty. 
I suppose if some people could get 
to heaven with their “starch” on 
them and see the 24 elders fall down 
before Jesus and cast their crowns at 
His feet they would be greatly 
shocked. 





If some people of this day could 
have seen Paul fall under the power 
of the Lord, they would have been 
greatly disturbed. See the prophets 
of old how they quaked and trem- 
bled and jhad mo strength within 
them, they fell helpless under the 
presence of God’s power, there were 
resenters of God’s grace and power 
at “Pentecost” and no doubt said 
it was disorder, and turned away in 
disgust and said, ‘they were drunk.’ 
or perhaps said they were hypnotis- 
ed, Paul himself said he was made 
a theater to men, (1 Cor. 4:9-12.) I 
shouldn’t wonder that he was laugh- 
ed to scorn many times. The Lord 
says “My ways are not your ways.” 
Ordw in the spiritual realm is 
not the same as that of the world. 
Now the doctor has fired until he has 
wasted his ammunition and nothing 
killed yet, but he seems to be deter- 
mined not to be out done, so he threw 
down fire arms (The Bible) and takes 
out after a “skwnk”, he catches one, 
and holding it up cries out, “see 
what I have caught.” Now we ad- 
mit that there are many “skunks,” 
sulking around the mount of “God’s 
Holiness,” and while that be the case 
there are many other “hills” where 
he cam find “skunks.” Ezk. 34:5, 
6, 11, 12. 


Our people do not get to the place 
of infallibility here, the devil is still 
in existence and it is his business to 
get every one to backslide that he 
possibly can, while ‘they backslide, 
they still say,« “This Holy Ghost 


puny backslider that went down in 
disgrace, then run in, lift him up to 
the public, crying out, “See the ton- 
gues movement.” 

He closed his article by saying, 
“There seemed to be evidence that 
some realy do speak in tongues, but 
it proved to be vile and bad, show- 
ing that it was a demon moved them.’ 
Sure if he found some one using vile 
language while speaking in tongues 
they were lacking of that fruit of 
the Spirit, “goodness.” While that 
may be so, thousands are speaking 
the heavenly language. I know of one 
man that preached in other tongues 
to Mexicans, they were wonderfully 
effected; another om the streets of 
Tampa, Fla., preached in tongues by 
the spirit to the Spanish people, they 
said, "she is a good preacher,’’ one 
thing especially that she mentioned 
to them was she admonished them 
to quit using tobacco. I am person- 
ally acquainted with that woman, 
for she happened to be my wife. 
Many more similar instances we 
could mention where people have been 
greatly convicted and made to seek 
the Lord. 


I am personally acquainted with 
a man of German descent, who heard 
some very illiterate people magnify- 
ing the Lord in German language, he 
investigated and found they didn’t 
know the language. So he like Paul, 
“Now preacheth the faith he once 
wasted.” The ‘doctor wreferred to 
this great work as beimg similar to 
that done by the “fakirs” in India, 
and the hypnotic adventurers in this 
country. Yes, that was the ery in 
this town eight years ago when this 
work first entered the town, a cousin 
of the writer, a young lady, was 
present when the writer received the 
Holy Ghost she became much excit- 
ed and requested a physician to ex- 
amine and see if her relative hadn’t 
been hypnotised, the physician had 
to say to the surprise of mamy, “It 
is a ease of good old time religion.”
